St. Johns, N. F., Dec. 23. -Twenty- 
two of the 27 mem bers of the crew of 
the Furness lino steam er Florence, 
from Halifax, N. S., for St. Johns, lost 
their lives in rile wreck of the vessel 
in the ledges west of St. Shelf* dor 
big a northw est gale. 
Five 
exhausted 
survivors 
who 
reached land In a boat brought the 
news to Trepassy. 
The steam er ear 
Tied no passengers. 
Captain Barr of the steam er and all 
his men reached shore after the ves­ 
sel struck, but the lofty, inaccessible 
cliff of St. Shotts 
prevented 
their 
escape. 
The big tide, 
backed 
up 
by the 
northwest, gale, made it impossible to 
rem ain there, and 
all 
hands were 
obliged to put back to the ship, which 
was pounding heavily. 
Captain Barr felt confident that the 
mind would go down, but Second Mate 
J. Hedley volunteered 
to take 
four 
men in one of the ship's boats and 
seek a more favorable landing place 
fa rth er along the coast. 
W ith great difficulty Hedley piloted 
his small boat along the coast until 
he saw a break in the rugged line of 
cliffs. 
Pointing the nose of the boat 
directly into the surf he avoided the 
outlying rocks and on the crest of a 
great breaker ran his craft in without 
being upset. 
Tumbling out hastily to 
avoid being sucked back by the under­ 
tow, the mate and ids four men drag­ 
ged their boat up the beach out of 
reach of the sea. and made their way 
back along the cliff to where their 
steam er lay. 
The wind and sea in the meantime 
had increased. 
The 
combers 
broke 
continually over the decks of the ves­ 
sel, which was grinding heavily on 
the Jagged rocks. 
Hedley found that 
the wind had been steadily increas­ 
ing. 
Hurrying back to the point off 
which the Florence lay, he could see 
ne sign of the steam er. 
Considerable 
of her cargo of lumber was floating 
along the shore, but no small boats 
w ere visible. 
The steam er Florence was of 1,609 
tons burden and was built in Sunder­ 
land, England, in 1889. She was 293.5 
feet long, 40.2 beam, with a depth of 
26.1 feet.

Housewives* League--Predicts Less 
Demand 
Soon 
For 
Cold 
Storage 
Eggs, and That Prices Will Break. 


Chicago, Dec. 23.— Mrs, Julia Heath, 
national president of the Housewives’ 
league, said 
that 
the league would 
start a cm sa de this week having for 
its object the unloading on tho m arket 
of apples that are being held In great 
quantities for au Increase in prices. 
"The apple m arket is going to mov« 
and it’s going to move rapidly,*' Mrs. 
Heath said, “and if the d e a i r s do not 
unload, th# league will be obliged to 
enter into competition with apples of 
Its own. 
“In a western city recently IO car­ 
loads of apple* were destroyed be­ 
cause of the oversupply 
Speculators 
are not perm itting apples to reach tho 
consumers in any great quantities and 
everything Is being done to keep up 
the price 
"The league has had such success 
in its cold storage egg crusade that 
many commission 
m erchants 
have 
Asked us to handle this and that stuff. 
We have learned that some of the 
dealers w to promised us to place cold 
storage eggs, properly labeled as such, 
in their m arkets, did so for two days 
last week and then took them out, 
thinking the women had forgotten all 
about 
them. 
But the women have 
longer memories than that 
We have 
advices that the hens In Kansas, Tex­ 
as and particularly Oklahoma are lay­ 
ing well as the result of mild weather, 
and western eggs are soon to be plen­ 
tiful. 
This m eans there will be less 
demand soon for cold storage eggs, 
and prices will break.” 
Mrs, Heath said that one of the 
principal 
difficulties encountered 
In 
getting foodstuffs out of the store­ 
houses is the fact that, although ship­ 
pers are desirous of selling, the com­ 
mission men refuse to handle th eir 
stock. This applies to egg* as well aa 
apples, 
"One egg shipper,” continued Mrs, 
H eath, “said to me: ‘The commission 
man is like the dog in the manger. 
He won’t take from me and he won’t 
let you have them.’ ”

“Thing# may he changed some at 
the school, but I hardly believe they 
lune. 
I am not a mar* of forty years 
of age aud I have sears a 1! over my 
body which 
will remain with me 
through life. 
I got them at Lan­ 
caster. 
“Some of the 
punishm ent 
given 
the boys there could not have been 
Ste. .I by a full-grown man. 
The 
most terrible to us was to be made 
to sit In a squatting position until 
th** officer in charge would tell us to 
get up. 
Many times my legs have 
become so crumped th at I could not 
walk. 
“One of the guards had a wooden [ 
block with a sharpened upright peg 
in it, which he would place under 
the boys while they were in this po­ 
sition 
Thu* we were kept in terror 
of giving out and falling 
on 
the 
sharpened point. 
He put it under 
me one time, and compelled me to 
squat, but as soon as he had his back 
turned, I picked up the block and 
ran to 
the 
superintendent’s office 
with it. 
“ He simply said to the guard, who 
hail followed me: 
‘Don’t use this 
any more.’ 
“ Many times, In the dead of win­ 
ter. 
I have been compelled to take 
off th** ‘jeans’ which I won* and put 
on nothing but thin overalls.

overalls were then soaked with w at­ 
er, to make them skin tight, and I 
was flogged until the overalls were 
in shreds.
